Part 2 Needle holders with carbide inserts, Stratte's pattern 

Part 4 Needle holders with carbide inserts, Debakey's pattern 

In the preparation of this standard, assistance has been derived from DIN 13460 *Needle holders, 
Part 3: Heancy's pattern', issued by the Deutsches Institut fiir Normung ( Germany ). 

For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with, 
the final value, observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be rounded 
off in accordance with IS 2 : 1960 *Rules for rounding off numerical values { revised )'. The 
number of significant places retained in the rounded off value should be the same as that of the 
specified value in this standard. 
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1 SCOPE 

1.1 This standard ( Part 3 ) specifies shape, 
dimensions and other requirements of Heaney's 
pattern needle holder with or without carbide 
inserts used in general surgery.

3.1 The needle holder shall be made of stainless 
steel conforming to designation 20Crl3, 30Crl3, 
or 40Crl3 of IS 6603 : 1972. 

4 SHAPE AND DIMENSIONS 

4.1 The shape and dimensions of the needle 
holder shall be as shown in Fig, I. 

5 OTHER REQUIREMENTS 

5.1 The needle holders shall conform to the 
relevant provisions of 4 to 17 of IS 3642 
(Part 1 ) : 1989 for all other requirements. 

6 SAMPLING 

6.1 The scale of sampling and criteria for 
conformity of the instruments to the require- 
ment of this specification shall be as agreed to 
between the purchaser and the supplier. A 
recomended sampling plan is given in Annex A.
